When the war was done and he 
was returned to civilian lite, he 
said of politics that no military 
man was fitted for politics until 
he had spent enough time 1n Cl\ il 
life to understand his country 
from that viewpoint. 

What 
is more, he devoted himself to a 
study of his country. He went 
out and met its people. He studied 
ts needs and its developments. 
»He never thought as a Republican 
or a Democrat. He had never 
worn a label of party and he 
could not, really, think in those 
terms.

“the military mind.” Neither, for 
example, did Gen. Marshall. Both 
had fine military ability, but their 
thinking was not restricted to 
regulations, red tape and the 
relatively narrow limits of army 
affairs.

Reasons 

With that preamble we come 
¢c the reasons why he could not 
have taken the Democratic nom- 
ination. Integrity involved. I 
happen to be one who thinks, for 
example, that Gen. Eisenhower 
possesses many ol the qualities 
which made General Robert E. 
Lee what he was. I do not regard 
him as flawless, but he does 
possess great devotion to duty and 
always he puts that word first. 

He is not anti-Truman nor 
anti-Democratic party. He simply 
feels that the party has been in 
power a long time and that with 
it has grown up many bureaus, 
boards and patronage practices 
which need to be consolidated or 
eliminated. 

If a man who felt that accepted 
the Democratic nomination and 
was elected, he would then be 
beholden to those persons and 
would not be able to remove them 
or reorganize them. 

He is known to regard the 
Hoover report for reorganization 
of government as a good founda- 
tion on which to begin. And, 
again, he likes it not because 
Hoover was a Republican, but 
because the report makes sense. 

Therefore, General Eisenhower 
at no time could bring himself to 
throw in his lot with the Demo- 
crats. 

He thinks in terms of his 
country. And not of party or fac- 
tion. And his first duty is in 
Europe. So, he will attend to that 
and exclude all else until he be- 
lieves he can leave it When he 
makes up his mind about the 
nomination there will be just two 
persons in the room—himself and 
his conscience.

THROWS 535 ROUNDS 


The Toledo slammed more than 
939 rounds of high explosives into 
the Last Coast seaport where the 
Navy successfully evacuated the 
entire U. S. 10th Corps from 
North Korea 11 months ago. 

Gunnery officers said it was the 
flagship’s’ biggest firing dav since 
Sent. 15, 1950, when she support- 
ed the massive Allied amphibious 
landing at Inchon. 

The New Jersey, the Toledo, 
American destrovers and destrover 
escorts and the Australian de- 
strover HMAS Tobruk battered 
Red shore positions over a 350- 
mile stretch of coast, extending 
from Chongjin, 200 miles north- 
east of Hungnam to the Commu- 
nist-held towns of Kansong and 
Kosong just behind the _ front 
lines. 

For the first time in the Ko- 
rean War the New Jersey fired a 
thunderous nine-gun _ broadside 
into a large enemy entrenchment 
in the area, causing an estimated 
300-400 casualties.

The New Jersey, flagship of the 
U. S. Seventh Fleet, and the To- 
ledo alone dumped a total of 135 
tons of steel on the Reds auring 
the day. 

Other ships in the big East 
Coast action included the destroy- 
ers Halsey Powell, Mansfield, Hy- 
man, Lyman K. Swenson, Endicott 
and Doyle.

NEW DELHI, Nov. 11—(?).!

Reports from the Nepalese capi- 
tal, Khatmandu, say the Congress 
Party leader and Home Minister, 
B. P. Koirala, presented his resig- 
nation and those of his party col- 
leagues in the cabinet to King 
Tribhuvana Sunday night. 


Koirala is reported to have in- 
formed the King that it had be- 
come impossible for him and his 
fellow party members to work 
with the other half of the cabinet, 
members of the traditional ruling 
family, the Ranas, headed by 
Prime Minister Maharaja Mohun 
Shumshere Jung Bahadur Rana. 


_ The Home Minister demanded 
the dismissal of the Prime Min- 
ister and formation of a cabinet 
consisting entirely of leaders of 
Nepal’s political parties, exclud- 
ing all the Ranas, the reports 
Said. 

Nepal’s emergence from a com- 
pletely feudal system and the be- 
ginning of the end of absolute rule 
by the Rana family began little 
more than a year ago when King 
Tribhuvana took refuge in the 
Indian Embassy at Khatmandu. 
He later was flown to New Delhi 
by the Indian air force and an- 
nounced he was in exile as a guest 
of the Indian governmen?. 

The king had had no political 
authority in Nepal. He was a fig- 
urehead prisoner of the Ranas, who 
had made the premiership an he- 
reditary job generations ago. The 
king’s escape from his own pal- 
ace with all his family except one 
grandson was a daring exploit 
that won him new respect ‘onan his 
people. 

Simultaneously, civil 
broke out in Nepal with bloody 
battles between the Ranas’ forces 
and Democratic Revolutionaries, 
spearheaded by the Congress Par- 
ty, an offshoot of the Indian Par- 
ty headed by Prime Minister Ja- 
waharlal Nehru. 

The conflict was ended largely 
through Nehru’s personal inter- 
vention and the king returned to 
Khatmandu to become a consti- 
tutional monarch. 

A series of conferences in New 
Delhi at which Nehru presided re- 
sulted in formation of a compro- 
mise government composed of 
equal numbers of Congress Party 
and Randa cabinet ministers.

Army Rulings 
To Restrict 
Security Tags 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11—(#)— 
A dual svstem of “classifying” 
government documents, reports 
and other material—with only part 
of it seeming to be based strictlv 
on military security grounds—is| 
coming into widespread use in the 
wake the White House 
security orde! 

In circulation Sunday was a new 
amendment to long - standing 
Armed Forces regulations on 
“Safeguarding Militarv Informa- 
tion.” If followed literally, it would 
prevent the use of “secret” stamps 
to cover up matters which do not 
involve actual military security. 

A copy the Army’s amend-| 
ment, similar to those issued by 
the other services, shows a change 
being made in the old stamps 
which said only “Top Secret,” 
“Secret,” “Confidential” or “Re-} 
stricted.” To each of those stamps 
have been added the words “Se- 
curity Information.’ 

An official in using a stamp thus 
certifies, and should be prepared 
to prove to his superiors, that in- 
formation involving security in 
the material so classified, officials 
in charge of security said.

There- 
fore, it does not appear to have} 
the force either of law or military 
regulation. 

But, because it issued under 
that cover-all Washington phrase 
“administrative procedure,” it has|

ficial Use Only” notation. Repri- 
mand or firing could result. 

Since it not covered under 
conventional security regulations, 
there is no definite limitation on 
use. Because it is of adminis- 
trative origin, it can be utilized to 
prevent publication of matters 
other than those affecting military 
or national securitvy—including ad- 
ministrative decisions and policies.

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Farm Labor--the South’s Challenge 


There is no doubt that Southern farmers 
are facing labor problems and that these 
problems are going to be accelerated as the 
industrialization process in the section con- 
tinues. 

In Florida, citrus growers have called in 
the Wage Stabilization Board to set a stand- 
ard pay scale for fruit pickers. What they 
are attempting to do may set a pattern for 
cotton growers and other farmers who face a 
definite labor shortage because of mechani- 
zatiorf, national defense efforts which offer 
jobs to farm help, and seasonal differences 
in demands for labor. 


Here in Georgia and throughout the South, 
scarcity of harvest help made wages soar to 
record heights. Much cotton is being left in 
the fields to rot. In some sections it has 
cost from $45 to $50 a bale merely to get the 
cotton harvested. When figured with other 
costs and with the price of cotton, this is 
bound to limit cotton production in time to 
large farmers who can meet the labor costs 
through smaller margins of profit and 
through further mechanization. 


The trend began with the First World 
War and the boll weevil and was speeded up 
during World War II and in the years since. 


Similar pictures come from the vegetable 
growers, peanut producers and tobacco farm- 
ers. The solution is not easy. 


It has been generally recognized for many 
years much of the poverty of the people of 
the South came about as a result of improper 
balance between agriculture and industry. 
With a static industrial picture, surplus labor 
migrated from the South whenever it could. 
Mechanization of farms eliminated much of 
the sharecropping and other near-peonage 
conditions in the section. No one wishes to 
go back to those days. 

With industry steadily expanding, the

Saving the British 
As a Partner to West 


In our dealings and considerations for 
Britain, the United States might well re- 
member that the British Isles are now our 
first line of defense against Soviet Russia, 
as Churchill pointed out Friday night. We 
have already established our most forward 
A-bomb bases there, with 20,000 troops man- 
ning them today. 

Not only are our troops based there, but 
they are receiving training for a war which 
we hope we will never fight, but which we 
must certainly prepare for. In such an 
event, money cannot measure the value of 
Britain as an ally. 

In allowing us to use Britain for bases, 
the British people have left themselves open 
for frightful retaliation in case of war. We 
must remember that they have courageously 
offered themselves as the first target in the 
onslaught against the West, should it come. 

Britain has not had any American mone- 
tary aid for nearly a year, since Marshall 
Plan aid was suspended. Despite this, her 
strained economy has undertaken to finance 
a rearmament program which in proportion 
is as heavy as that of the United States. 

In attempting to keep her internal econ- 
omy in balance, Britain has had difficulty 
meeting the demands of rearmament. If her 
deficit in overseas trade continues, she will 
have difficulty in meeting her commitments 
without much additional aid from us. 

Because of her trade plight, Britain’s food 
situation today is described as being as bad 
as during the grimmest period of World War 
II. Nothing but gloom is in store for house- 
wives and British families. Her food stocks 
are much lower than they were in 1941, 
when the Islands appeared on the point of 
starvation. The Labor government’s mis- 
handling of a growing crisis presents political 
problems fraught with grave consequences to 
the United States. and the Western world. 
Churchill was “shocked and surprised” at the 
“tangled mess” he has inherited. 

Former Labor Foed Minister, Maurice 
Webb, said in Commons last week that “We 
cannot solve our problems so long as we have 
the United States of America with vast sur- 
pluses of all kinds and the rest of the world 
needing desperately the means to live.” That 
gives a hint of the political repercussions 
which may come to Britain unless the United 
States gives substantial aid. 

We need Britain—as an ally and partner 
in the fight for peace and economic better- 
ment of the non-Communist world. We need 
British bases, British support everywhere. 
We cannot afford to do otherwise than to 
give Churchill and the British the support 
which will allow them to continue as a full 
partner. Any way you look at it, we need 
the British.

enticed the tenant farmer, the: sharecropper, 
and many migrant day laborers away from 
the farms. 

Although the trend has created seasonal 
hardships on farm owners, it has been ac- 
companied by an expanding economy which 
has meant greater income for the South as a 
whole. It has brought new prosperity, new 
hope, and vastly improved social services to 
the region. 

At various places in the South, there has 
been pressure to bring in Mexican, Cuban, 
and other outside labor to fill the gap. In the 
long run this is not sound policy. The New 
South cannot be built on low wages and con- 
ditions harking back to those prevailing a 
century, even a quarter century ago. Farm 
wages must adjust themselves to the chang- 
ing labor market, while farm prices must 
adjust themselves to costs. 

The South will be stronger if it meets 
head-on this problem of labor costs in agri- 
culture. Greater mechanization, diversifica- 
tion in livestock and other crops, and pro- 
duction of crops suitable to the land and sec- 
tion are part of the answer to our problems. 
We may as well accept the fact that the good 
old days of agricultural empire, to the exclu- 
sion of industry, are over. 

Despite the problems, the outlook for the 
South is bright. Its economy is healthy, its 
people are more prosperous than at any time 
in history, and there has been considerable 
social progress along with it. Agricultural 
income is at an all-time high today. The 
other issues are not beyond solution.

ing its commitments to the Chinese to pto- 
vide the aircraft, equal to or better than our 
own. Russian technicians are providing the 
training for maintenance crews and pilots. 
Each month the edge we have held in air 
power is being whittled down. It is believed 
that Russian production exceeds our own by 
a considerable margin. : 

Even should a truce be achieved in Korea, 
we may assume that it will perhaps be only 
a lull while the Reds continue their buildup 
of air power. 

Should the air war have to be extended to 
Manchuria, more planes, more pilots, and 
more trained crewmen must be channeled to 
that theater. More pilots, more planes, and 
more trained crewmen will be needed in the 
defense of our own nation—a probability 
which becomes nearer each passing day. 

It is obvious that there will be no peace, 
no escape from the cold war, no evasion of 
the likelihood of a hot war. The Reds have 
torpedoed the West’s peace aims in the 
United Nations, proposing terms which are 
meaningless and which we would be foolish 
to accept. They continue feverishly to pre- 
pare for war. 

Russia now holds superiority in the air. 
This will be true for some months to come. 
We can, however, and we must. immediately 
begin the task of preparing the crews, the 
pilots, the maintenance forces to man new 
aircraft as fast as they can be pushed off the 
assembly lines. We must redouble our ef- 
forts to produce planes with all speed we can 
command. 

We can hope for peace, but there is no as- 
surance of jt. We must be ready to meet the 
alternative—war.

There'll Be Blood 
In the Streets 


CAIRO—Calm reigns 


now in Cairo: The 


brown wrapping paper which the street mobs, 
ee ge in a childish gesture of defiance, have wrapped 
around all signs in English, is coming loose already, and flapping 
idly in the wind. In the streets, the crowds go sullenly about their 
business. Yeteit is an oppressive sort of calm. A bejeweled Egyptian 
lady in the fashionable Gezira Sporting Club (where Egyptian la- 
dies were formerly not allowed) remarks derisively: “I suppose you 
will be writing that the streets of Cairo are running in blood?” 
The Gezira Sporting Club is very comfortable, and there is no 
blood in the streets. But is there not a certain nervousness in her 


tone? 


For, unless the best informed 
men here are wrong, it is quite 
possible that there will be blood 
in the streets, quite soon now. 
This is, in fact, the only real 
reason why the British garrison 
in the Canal Zone is being very 
heavily reinforced. Hardly more 
than a corporal’s guard of Brit- 
ish troops could hold the Canal 
Zone against anything the Egyp- 
tians have. Yet no one discounts 
the possibility that the Egyptian 
government may utterly lose 
control over the street mobs. 


If this happens, the mobs 
will take over, killing and 
looting with the wolfish fe- 
rocity of which Egyptian mobs 
are capable. Against this pos- 
sibility, plans have already 
been drawn up for moving 
the British Army into Cairo 
and Alexandria within a 
matter of hours. This is the 
real nightmare here—uncom- 
trolled mass. violence, fol- 
lowed by a British occupation 
of .all Egypt, with unimagi- 
nable consequences through- 
out the whole Middle East. 


No one, of course, really 
knows. But it is true that the 
mob scenes here some days ago 
looked like a _ rehearsal for 
something else. Not that there 
was much real violence. Even 
so, the street mobs displayed 
something unknown in New 
Haven, Conn.—a mass hatred so 
strong and so bitter that you 
could almost smell it. 

For the moment, this hatred 
is directed mainly against the 
British. And there should be no 
mistake about it—as of today, 
most Egyptians hate the very 
guts of the British. Yet hatred 
is volatile stuff, and it is not at 
all difficult to imagine a situa- 
tion in which this hatred could 
be turned in another direction 
—inward, against the timy mi- 
nority of immensely wealthy, 
immensely irresponsible Pashas 
who sit on the top of the rotten 


and decaying Egyptian social 
system. 

This is why the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, owned body and soul 
by the Pashas, has used its 
whole authority to suppress fur- 
ther mob violence, under threat 
of ruthless retaliation. 

The Nahas_ government 
bought itself a new lease on life, 
just as King Farouk was about 
to dismiss it, by defying the 
British. There should be no mis- 
take about this either—the ab- 
rogation of the treaty with the 
hated British was a deeply and 
genuinely popular move, Farouk 
could seem to oppose it only at 
the risk of*his crown and his 
life. But the Nahas government 
has promised the mobs to get 
rid of the British, and there is 
no way the government can 
make good its promise. As this 
knowledge seeps down into the 
cafes and the bazaars, the 
shadowy authority of the gov- 
ernment may disintegrate. 

This process of disintegration 
is already taking place, From 
the Communists, from the fa- 
natical Moslem _ Brotherhood, 
from all the ancient enemies of 
Nahas and his Waafdist party, 
the cry for “action” against the 
British is going up. Yet there is 
simply no action the govern- 
ment can take, aside from turn- 
ing loose the mobs. And there 
is nothing the Pashas fear more, 
and with good reason. 

Thus the government has 
opened Pandora’s box. The lid 
has been slammed shut again, 
and the government is sitting 
nervously on it. But there are 
those who believe that the box 
is sure to spring open again, that 
this time the mobs will really 
take over, and that then there 
will be plenty of blood in the 
streets. Others believe that, 
given courage on the part of 
the King, and a little foresight 
for once in London and Wash- 
ington, the bloodletting can be 
averted and the situation kept in 
hand, 


lead us to the loss of our world- 
wide leadership. 

Let us stand firmly on Amer- 
ica’s long cherished principle, 
separation of church and state. 
Oil and water cannot mix even 
though both be good.

Over Diplomats 


WASHINGTON—The comprehensive world 
disarmament proposal inaugurated by President 
man, which Britain and France are spon-. 


soring with us before the United 


Nations Assembly in Paris, 


represents a victory, in effect, for the people over the diplomats. 
For, in making this bold move at this time, the President overe 
ruled his State Department, which was chilly toward it, exhib- 
iting the caution characteristic of professional diplomats. Brushe- 
ing this aside, the President relied, instead, on his own instinct, 
for simple, straightforward action. 


In doing that, he became the 
spokesman for the plain people 
here and all over the world, in- 
cluding the Russians, who are 
bearing the increasingly crush- 
ing burden of the arms race 
and are fearful that, like all 
arms races, it can lead ultimate- 
ly only to war. 

The logicians in the State De- 
partment argued that it would 
be inconsistent to call for dis- 
armament and, in the same 
breath, to urge continued build- 
up of our armed strength and 
that of our free world Allies. 
They contended our § Allies 
might misunderstand it. The 
President replied bluntly that 
he could not see it that way at 
all. His explanation in his 
speech will make sense to our 
people and to our Allies, to wit: 


“It may seem strange to 
talk about reducing armed 
forces and armaments when 
we are working hard to build 
up our military strength. But 
there is nothing inconsistent 
about these two things. Both 
have the same aim—the aim 
of security and peace. If we 
can’t get security and peace 
in one way, we must get it 
the other way.” 


This is not the President’s 
first effort for disarmament, as 
we know. He implemented here, 
with specific proposals, the 
broad appeal he made to the 
United Nations a year ago in 
his speech to that body in New 
York. That he, the President 
of the United States, is willing, 
once again, to speak out—and 
this time with a detailed pro- 
gram—will percolate gradually 
behind the Iron Curtain. He 
spoke also on behalf of the Rus- 
sian people, whom he called “a 
great and creative people” ‘and. 
despite the immediate ridicule 
of the Truman proposals from 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky, the Russian people 


also “long for peace,” as the 
President said. 

His New York speech a year 
ago stirred up interest «mong 
our people that was reflected in 
Congress, the great forum of our 
people. For taking the leader- 
ship there, great credit must go 
to two Republicans, Senator 
Flanders (Vt.) and Representa- 
tive Herter (Mass.) who intro- 
duced a resolution in their ree, 
spective branches which at- 
tracted the joint sponsorship of 
27 senators and a number of 
House members _ representing 
both parties. It urged the Presi- 
dent and the parliaments of the 
world to appeal to the UN for 
a general disarmament program 
such as now urged by the 
President. 

Though never acted upon, it 
denotes the belief that some- 
thing can be done. Former Sen- 
ator Warren Austin (Vt.), our 
representative on the UN Se- 
curity Council, evidently also 
believes that something is pos- 
sible, as he encouraged the 
President to speak out now. 

So, too, does an official in the 
Truman administration who 
has been in even more direct 
contact with the disarmament 
situation in the UN as our rep- 
resentative on both the commit- 
tee on conventional armaments 
and that on atomic weapons 


~ and, as a matter of fact, recom- 


mended some time ago that 
these two committees be con- 
solidated into one, as President 
Truman now proposes. 

This is 41-year-old Frank C. 
Nash, currently assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense in charge 
of international security affairs. 
In the preliminary discussions 
within the administration, he 
took issue with the State De- 
partment position and. worked 
energetically for the direct ap- 
proach that President Truman 
adopted.

WACs Operate Trucks at MePherson

This, briefly, is the opinion of 
‘Lt. R. F. Brown, Motor Pool 
officer at Fort McPherson, who 
is in charge of the operation of 
253 motor vehicles, including 
trucks, standard-size passenger 
cars, station wagons and buses. 

“Many of our drivers are 
women,” he said, “in fact, it’s 
rather a new policy here on the 
post. We have 
about a doz- 
en women 
drivers now 
and anticipate 
many more. 
Women make 
good drivers. 
If given op- 
portunity as 
well as equal 
chance with 
the men, they 
can prove 
their merit.” 

Lt. Brown 
says there are 
200,000 miles of operation a 
manth by post vehicles and 
many of these miles were put 
on by members of the WAC. 
Many more of the WAC will 
soon be on duty “behind the 
wheel,” he said. 

Wac Pvt. Cleo H. Collette, a 
native of Orchards, Wash., 1s a 
good example of women drivers 
now stationed at the fort. She 
{fs well qualified to drive any 
type of Army motor vehicle. 
She brings much of her driving 
experience to the service with 
her. for she drove giant cattle 
trailer-trucks up and down the 
West Coast prior to joining the 
WAC. 

“Tf it has wheels I can drive 
it.” is Private Collette’s claim. 
“After wrestling big tractors 
and trailers through the Rockies 
and over deserts, driving a bus 
here in Georgia is child’s play.” 

Child’s play or not, represent- 
atives of the teamsters union of 
the AFL say women truck driv- 
ers are “rare.” 

Robert C. Cook, of Local No. 
728, said “we have no women 
truck driver members in the 
union,” while E. P. Tavlor, of 
Local No. 859, said “the only 
women truck drivers we have 
here are those few who drive 
laundry trucks.”

What Makes 
Good Speller? 


Practice Plus 


By MARTHA SMITH 


If you know how to spell 
“transmogrification” it doesn't 
necessarily mean you're a good 
speller. 

Consensus among a panel of 
educators who deal in spelling 
reveals that commonplace every- 
day words are misspelled more 
often than the difficult or un- 
usual words. 

Harmony of opinion among 
these teachers turns into dis- 
cord as they explain reasons for 
misspelling. 

Dr. Bert Flanders, newly ap- 
pointed head of the English de- 
partment at the Atlanta Di- 
vision, University of Georgia, 
believes correct spelling is sim- 
ply a habit. He considers home 
environment a prime factor in 
spelling progress. Thus, a child 
who grows up in a home where 
his parents are interested in 
words is likely to become a 
good speller himself. 

Professor J. C. Newman, in- 
structor at Emory’s department 
of English points to the “lan- 
guage adept” ...a person who 
develops an interest in words 
. . « aS growing into a good 
speller. 

Clark Harrison, head of a lo- 
cal business college, believes 
the answer is an optical one. 
That is, a good speller possesses 
what may be termed a “micro- 
scopic” eye. His eye takes to 
the mind a picture of the word, 
complete and accurate in every 
letter. Bad _ spelling,. on the 
other hand, results from “tele- 
scopic’ vision... one that may 
take in the content of a page, 
vet not the separate word pic- 
tures. 

Lloyd E. Baughm, chairman of 
the Business Education depart- 
ment of the Atlanta Division, 
University of Georgia, consid- 
ers spelling simply the result 
of practice and drill. Good 
spelling, he thinks, is the result 
of a mental hobby ... whether 
it’s a conscious hobby or sub- 
conscious. 

Wendell Brown, professor of 
English at Oglethorpe, consid- 
ers the reason for good spelling 
what he terms “photographic” 
memory. This mental imprint 
may come in words as a whole, 
or syllabicated words. 

Dr. Jack Tilford, Emory Eng- 
lish professor, thinks some bad 
spelling can be traced to “tone 
deafness” applied to the ar- 
rangement of letters. In sucha 
case, the visual or auditory im- 
pression of words has no con- 
nection with actual words. 

The flag of hope for bad 
spellers may wave in the breeze, 
acording to eaoh of these edu- 
cators. Without exception they 
contend that good spellers are 
made, not.born. Correct spell- 
ing is an acquired skill, to be 
had through diligent’ practice 
and mental application.

These 6 Quick Tricks 
Will Vary Mayonnaise 
Dressing for Salads

A generous size cook book could be written on just salads, 
for there must be hundreds of them. Many women confine the 
salads they serve to about a dozen and serve them over and over. 
That isn’t a bad idea if the salad dressing is changed frequently. 
There is something about a new flavored dressing that adds zest 
to even the standbys of head lettuce and tossed greens. This 
doesn’t mean a cupboard full of dressings either. 


MAYONNAISE OR COOKED DRESSING is standard in most 
homes. So start with that and add some originality. Here are some 
suggestions: Mayonnaise + grated cheese + crushed pineapple = 
dressing for fruit salads. Mayonnaise + French dressing + grated 
onion = dressing greens. Mayonnaise + catsup + horseradish 
mustard + onion & dressing for meat salads. Mayonnaise + lemon 
juice + diced pickles or pickle relish dressing for fish salads. 
Mayonnaise + sour cream + chopped beets dressing for egg 
salads. Mayonnaise + onion + green pepper + celery seed = 
dressing for cabbage salad. 


BLACK WALNUT FUDGE frosting thickly topping a layer 
of chocolate cake has long been the best selling dessert in one of 
Chicago’s famous department store tearooms. Here they use cake 
about an inch thick and cover it with an equal thickness of frost- 
ing. Fattening? Well, perhaps, but mighty good eating. For home 
use it may be better to use this frosting to cover two 9-inch layers 
and for a quick time-saver use a package of chocolate cake mix 
and canned walnuts.

Combine sugars, salt, milk and corn syrup in a saucepan. Bring 
to a boil, stirring constantly. Boil rapidly until mixture reaches 
230-240 degrees (soft ball stage), Remove from heat. add butter 
and coo] without stirring. Add vanilla and beat with spoon until 
frosting is as thick and creamy as fudge. Stir in nuts. Add enough 
cream, a teaspoonful at a time, beating until frosting is the correct 
corsistency to spread on the cake.

The job has been long and 
“ard, and it is a continuing task 
that will never be ended, but a 
sroup of safety experts working 
out of Comptroller General Zack 
Cravey’s office in the State Cap- 
itol are gradually making Geor- 
sians more conscious of the dan- 
zers of fire. 

These are the men who are us- 
ing their knowledge, experience, 
diplomacy and persuasion—and, 
where necessary, arguments. and 
threats of legal action—to make 
property owners and municipali- 
ties conform to Georgia’s 1949 
Fire Safety Law. 

As a result, 83 Georgia com- 
munities are now observing that 
law and are co-operating in a 
program designed to prevent a 
recurrence of such a tragedy as 
the Winecoff Hotel fire that 
claimed 119 lives in Atlanta Dec. 
7, 1946. 

But. as an indication of how 
tough’ the job the vast ma- 
jority of Georgia’s small munici- 
palities have not yet come into 
the program, and the non-co-op- 
erating communities include such 
larger towns as Thomasville, 
Moultrie, Douglas, Cordele, Dal- 
ton. Griffin. Carrollton, Milledge- 
ville. Statesboro, Swainsboro and 
Hartwell. 

Cravey and his fire-fighting 
team have preferred to use per- 
suasion rather than wield a big 
legal stick in their efforts to 
obtain voluntary co-operation 
with the safety law. And _ they 
hope that by next year these 
non-co-operating cities and many 
more smaller communities. will 
join the program, 

The main provisions 
law call for all large, multiple- 
occupancy structures to conform 
to the building exits code of the 
American Standards Association.

All new construction is required 
to conform rigidly with the 
building exits code, and existing 
buildings are required to meet 
reasonable safety requirements. 

Cravey, who also is insurance 
commissioner, is charged with 8 
ministering the law as Georgia 
safety fire commisisoner. Local 
fire marshals, deputized by the 
state, are charged with enforcing 
the law and its regulations. 

These are usually local fire 
chiefs or building inspectors, and 
the law declares that “it shall be 
incumbent on every city to set up 
the machinery for local inspec- 
tion.” In many instances, how- 
ever, the smaller municipalities 
call on state inspectors for help. 

With Cravey heading the state 
team that is seeking greater fire 
safety for all Georgia, his two 
chief “ball carriers” are State Fire 
Marshal F. E. Robinson’ and 
Deputy State Fire Marshal F. P. 
Reinero., 

Robinson and Reinero are a pair 
of safety experts who have worked 
together for several years. They 
were top investigators on the staff 
of the late Marvin Harper, who 
was Atlanta’s city building inspec- 
tor during and after the Winecoff 
They played a big part in 
cleaning up Atlanta’s downtown 
fire hazards for several years after 
the Winecoff disaster. 

As state fire marshal, Robinson 
is in over-all charge of the pro- 
gram, under Cravey’s supervision. 
Reinero, a registered engineer, 
spends a lot of his time in field 
work over the state. 

Robinson and Reinero have as- 
sembled a staff of eight state in- 
spectors to carry on the program. 
They include Tom Crandall, a 
safety engineer in charge of engi- 
neering and field inspection work, 
and C. B. DeBerry, who handles 
inspection of liquified petroleum 
gas, safety and heating facilities. 
Otis E. Downing, a retired Atlanta 
fireman, is charged with inspec- 
tion and licensing of traveling 
shows, circuses and carnivals and 
the regulation of the sale and use 
of explosives and fire works.

“CAN THE CHURCH BE WRONG?”

“Thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build my church.”"— j 


Matthew 16:18. “When Peter was to come to Antioch, I withstood 
him to the face, because he was to be blamed.”—Galatians 2:11.

He is standing by his desk 
in his study. His right hand rests upon an open Bible. The other

4 You see, going to the Diet of Worms was a 
Mae crisis in Luther's life. His very life depended upon 
*\me the answer to the question: “Can the church be 
aie. wrong?” 
iy On this Reformation Sunday we do well to 
® raise the question. Sunday after Sunday we hear 
sit said that the church is a divine institution, that 
it is of God. We say that the church is the product 
of the Holy Spirit. We admit that the church has 
the Word and Sacraments which are the means 
: of grace. If all of this is true, how could the 
The Rev. Brokhoff church be wrong? 

In Paul’s day the church was wrong. In the text Paul says he 
had to oppose Peter to the face. Paul had to tell the leader of the 
church that he was altogether wrong. It was not necessary to become 
a Jew first to be a Christian or to keep the Jewish ceremonial laws. 
Man to be saved did not have to keep the ceremonial law. Salvation 
was by faith in Christ. 

But you ask, how can the church be wrong? It is due to the 
two-fold nature of the church. The church is divine but it is also 
human. It is invisible but it is also visible. It is spiritual but also 
physical. 

Protestants rightly do not give blind allegiance to the church. 
What the church says must be tested first by the word of God to 
see if the church is right or wrong. 

But what about protestantism? Is it Simon pure, without spot 
and blemish? Is the Protestant church wrong today? 

Luther would criticize our lack of spirituality in the Protestant 
church. Today we are so concerned about quotas, goals, numbers, 
building programs, finances that we have forgotten about how to 
be still and know that God is. What has happened to our prayer 
meetings? Do we know how to worship in such a way that it 
moves us and the world? Do we know the art of meditation and 
solitude? A boy saw a man standing in front of an open church door 
end asked: “Mister. is God in there?” That is the question every 
Protestant church must answer today. 

Another thing wrong with protestantism is its lack of social 
passion. At a racial conference a professor said, “Of all the insti- 
tutions. the church is the least Christian.’ Why don't we take a 
stand in the name of God for racial justice and lead and demonstrate 
to the world what it is like to be children of God? 

In a world like ours united in evil intent, and program, it ts 
wrong for Protestant churches to be apart. The world is too strong 
for a divided church. 

If the world is going to be saved for truth and liberty, Protestants 
had better hurry and get together in a united program and with a 
united voice. Perhaps you have heard of that sailor who went fishing | 
with a man who could not, swim. He fell overboard, and called: | 
“Help! Save me!” The sailor took him by the hair, but his wig came | 
off. When he came up again the sailor took him by the arm and | 
his artificial limb came off. When he came up the third time and | 
cried “Help! Save me!” the sailor called: “How can I save you if you) 
don’t stick together?” The same question can be asked of protestantism 
odavyv. 
While the church is wrong today in these aspects, it can be 
right. Luther felt he was right. What made him so sure? Recall the 
painting: His hand upon the open Bible, the other clasped the cross, 


his heart full of faith. 7 
The church can be right if it will open the Bible and teach its 


uth. 
¥ When the church extols the crucified Christ, it is right. 
The church is right when it develops faith in your heart. 
When Luther went to Worms on trial for nis life and faith, he 
did not lose his life. God protected him, and his movement spread 
fast. Why? Because his rediscovered truth was of God. 
He was right. The same can be said about the Protestant church. 
If it holds its hand upon an open Bible, and embraces the grace of 
God as demonstrated in the cross, and keeps faith burning in the 
heart, this church shall last from generation to generation, and its 


movement will ultimately cover the earth. Because that kind of a> 


church is right.
